II*' hold the same opinion 
until almost 5 o'clock when he milled 
Dr. »J.

By that tiim Mr. 
Wagner was suffering muoli pain and 
his breathing was labored. 
Dr. Low­ 
ell M. (ireeti was called and arrived 
soon after Dr. Coleman, and he. too, 
thought that Mr. Wagner would re­ 
cover. 


The bullet, which was shot From a 
:»8. 
calibre 
revolver 
entered 
Mr. 
Wagner's body at the base of his 
neck in Front just a little 
to 
the 
right of the middle line, 
struck 
a 
hone ami coursed downward. 
The 


post mortem examination 
revealed 
that the bullet had passed 
through 
one of the vertebrae of 
tin* 
spinal 
chord, 
it was removed 
From 
the 
muscles of the hack near the should­ 
er blade. 


The bullet, which is in the p o s s e s ­ 
sion of Dr. Daniel E. Barnett 
of 
IIomer, the 
county 
coroner, 
was 
seared and showed that it had been 
in contact with hones in 
h is 
body. 
Dr. Barnett also has a 
wire 
hook 
which the burglars inserted through 
the screen door to lift the hook. 


From the very Fact that Mr. and 
Mrs. Wagner had 
a 
very 
modest 
hnsiness and lived in a very unpre­ 
tentious house, it is suspected that 
the murder was not the 
work of a 
professional burglar hut 
that 
of 
some Rushvillc men who 
were ac­ 
quainted wilh their habits and knew 
that they kept the 
receipts 
from 
their 
S a tu rd a y s 
business 
in 
the 
house. 


Mrs. Wagner did something S a t­ 
urday night that she seldom 
ever 
does. 
Instead of taking the money 
from the cash drawer into the house 
to count it after the store is closed, 
as is her custom, she counted 
the 
cash up in the 'front of the store 
near a window facing the sidewalk. 
Although the two intruders made 
no demands for money or valuables, 
it is practically certain 
that 
the 


motive was robbery and that 
they 
were watching M rs. Wagner S a tu r­ 
day night when 
she 
counted 
the 
money. 


Mi-"- Colvin is «ertain 
that 
the 
burglars did not ask for money. Sle 
declares that if they had s h e would 
have taken it from under her pillow 
and given it to them rather than be 


s h o t. The theory is advanced that 
the men might have been watching 
the house all evening and saw 
the 


m o n e y secreted under M iss Colvin’s 
pillow for it was her room they en­ 
tered and it was there that their in­ 
terest seemed to center because when 
the burglar with the gun and light 
had forced Mrs. Wagner back into 
the front room, he buried hack to 
the room where Miss Colvin sat in 
bed screaming. 


Sleeping with her was little Ora 
Wagner, hut lie did not raise an out­ 
cry. 


Mr. Wagner was convinced from 
the tirsi that he 
would 
die. 
I)r. 


C o l e m a n told him that he would get 
well hut Mr. Wagner insisted to ev­ 
eryone that In* could not 
possibly 
live. 
lie was paralyzed from 
the 
hips down from the e ffects of t h e 
wound. 


Mr. Wagner 
told 
Dr. 
(Ydeiiiau 
that he did not know who shot him, 
hut that ho wished he did know that 
he might pray for him. 
lie told the 
doctor that he felt 
like 
he 
was 
“dead” from the waist down, 
lie 


a l s o told Dr. Coleman that he was 
not armed. 
lie continued to talk 
very rationally and his heart a c t i o n 
was very good 
mild 
almost 
live 
o’clock, when Dr. Coleman 
became 
alarmed 
and 
railed 
Dr. 
Sexton. 
Nothing could hi* done at any time to 
save him. 


When 
Dr. 
Sexton 
arrived, Mr. 
Wagner w a s suffering with pain and 
had 
difficulty 
in 
breathing. 
Mis 
heart action was rapid then and lie 
could scarcely speak or see. Dr. Sex­ 
ton declared him to he in a 
dying 
condition 
then. 
Dr. 
Sexton 
first 
visited 
Wagndr

later. 
During the time he was gone, 
Dr. Sexton said lie 
had 
distinctly 


lost in strength. 


In her,testimony at the coroner’s 


i n q u e s t . Sallie Colvin told a graphic 
story of the shooting. 
She said: 
“ I am a 
sister 
of 
Mrs. 
Milton 
Wagner and have 
lived 
with 
her 
four vear.s. 
I was 
aroused 
some 


lime after one a. in., Sunday, Sep­ 
tember 20 by the presence of two 
men in my room. 
1 asked them what 
they wanted. 
One of them placed a 
pistol in my face and ordered me to. 
keep still. 
Upon hearing my sister’s 
voice, one with the pistol ordered the 
other one to keep me still and forced 
Mrs. Wagner hack into her room. 
While the man with the pistol was in 
Mrs. Wagner’s room. I screamed for 
Milt. 
Then the man from Mrs. Wag­ 
ner’s room hurried back “and stepped 
behind the door through which they 
had entered. 
A s Milt came 
down 
the stairway, the one with the pistol 
ordered him (Milt.) to throw up his 
hands or he would shoot. 
lie re ­ 
peated the threat and fired. 
I should 
judge the man with the pistol was 
the taller while the other was tin 
heavierj that their weight was about 
1 10 to 15ff pounds each. 
Upon firing 
tin* iirsl shot the lights went out. Af­ 
ter they left 1 got a light and eame 
hack to the room where 
Mill 
had 
fallen. 
I found him lying on 
his 
left side wilh his head toward the 
nort b e a s t .’’ 


Mrs. Ella Wagner, w ife of the mur­ 
dered man, testified before the coro­ 
ner as follow s : 


“ I was sleeping on a couch in the 
west room and was aroused 
some 
time bid ween one and one-thirty a. 
m. September JO. 
I heard my sister 
scream and left my room to go to 
her room when a strange white man 
dressed in dark clothes met me in the 
center of the room adjoining mini* to 
tin* east, and with a revolver 
and 
threatening language forced me hack 
into my room. 
He turned and went 
hack into the room he had entered. I 
followed and readied the doorway 
about the time my husband entered 
the room from the stairway, 
dust 
then the man called to my husband to 
throw up his hands 
or 
In* 
would 
shoot and almost Instantly followed 
the threat with a shot. The man who 
did 
the 
shooting 
was 
standing 
against a half open door leading t< 
the outside eastward. Another man 
was standing hack of the one who 
did the shooting. 


“ My husband fell forward on hi 
face at the firing of the shot. 
After 
firing the shot, both men left through 
the door they entered. 
Afer the men 
left 1 came out on the south porch 
and saw the men, one going south and 
the other north on Arthur street. 


“ My 
husband, 
Milton 
Wagner, 
made no statement as to the idenity 
of the murderers. Neither of the men 
made any demands for 
money 
or 
valuables. 
I have lived in Rushvilh 
almost eleven years and 
at 
8(12 
North 
Arthur 
street 
about 
two 
yea rs.” 


According to Dr. J. 
C. Sexton - 
testimony, he was ealeld to the W a g ­ 
ner home about five o’clock Sunday 
morning, approximately three and a 
half hours after the shooting. 
Dr. 
Sexton continued in lim testimony. 
“ I found 
Mr. 
Wagner 
suffering 
with pain and very difficult breath­ 
ing. lit* was paralyzed from his waist 
down, his heart 
action- 
was 
very 
rapid, he could scarcely 
speak 
or 
see and was almost in a dying condi­ 
tion. 
I was unable to 
render 
him 
any medical assistance. Examination 
showed a gunshot wound at the base 
of the neck, in front, just above the 
junction of the breast hone and the 
collar bone. 
1 was unable to find a 
wound of exit. 
I visited this man 
again one hour later during which 
time 
lie 
had 
distinctly 
lost 
in 
strength. 
1 did not see him again 
while living.” 
Dr. W. 8. Coleman testified 
be­ 
fore 
the coroner as to the location 
of the wound and continued a s fol­ 
low's : 
“The tissues about the neck were 
bulging from the presence of free air 
under them, 
llis heart aid ion 
w as 
good hut his respiration was em bar­ 
rassed. 
lie was rational and talked 
freely. 
I arrived there about 1 :4f> 


o ’clo ck l|unday morning, September 
20. 
He said he did not know 
who 
shot him. Imt he wished that he did 
<o that he might pray for him. 
He 
told me he was 
not 
alarmed, 
lie 
said he was ‘dead* from 
his waist 
down. 
He insisted that he was dy­ 
ing from the first and told everyone 
who eame in that, 
llis heart action 
was 
good 
for a 
half 
hour. 
His 
breathing gradually grew more 
la­ 
bored. 
Dr. L. M. Green was called 
and left 
because 
we 
thought 
In* 
would get well. 
1 called Dr. *7. C. 
Sexton 
about 
five-thirty 
o’clock. 
Then we saw he could not live. 
Thomas Hughes, who lives in the 
ngxt house north of Wagner’s testi­ 


fied in the coroner's inquest that he 
was awakened about 1:25 o’clock 
Sunday morning, September 2ff. 
lie 
then continued: 
“ I was not 
aide 
to 
say 
what 
awakened me. 
My wife told me it 


w a s a shot in Wagner’s house. 
I 
found Milton Wagner lying on the 
lloor in the middle of the north room. 
Milt said: 
‘1 am dead from here 
(indicating wound) down. 
I want to 
shake hands with you and hid you 
Xood-bye.” 


The Wagner family moved 
here 
from 
Newport, 
Kentucky, 
about 
devon years ago. 
Previously they 
had liven in 
Newport 
about 
six 
months, having gone there 
from a 
arm in Pendleton county, Kentucky. 
The lii"l few years they lived here, 
Mr. Wagner worked in a local furni­ 
ture factory.
